On prospects for world oQ production, ministers 
concluded that there are only limited possibilities 
for expansion of exports from members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries or 
elsewhere and that continued dependence on cal to, 
meet growing energy demand can no longer be 
viewed as a satisfactory option, even in the 
medium-term. 

In that light, they decided that solutions must be 
sought in other directions, principally conservation, 
coal, nuclear and natural gas, and that greater 
emphasis must be placed on new and renewable 
energy sources that hold considerable promise for 
tire long-term. 

The ministers agreed that greatly increased coal 
use is possible because of the world's abundant 
reserves and the economic advantages which coal 
already has over oil in many energy markets. 

However, they agreed that appropriate coal 
policies are required now to stimulate capital 
investments on a scale commensurate with coaTs 
long-term potential. 

The communique noted that nuclear projections 
have been lowered repeatedly in recent years and 
that the Three Mile Island accident has renewed 
public concern about safety. But it also recognized 
that “oil or other alternative energy sources would 
not be sufficient to meet growing energy demand in 
the short and medium-term and that undesireable 
economic and social consequences would therefore 
result if more nuclear power is not available." 

In a related development Algeria has joined a 
growing number of OPEC members in raising the 
price of its oQ. The increase in the official price 
makes AlgeriarT crude oO the most expensive in the 
world. 

The Algerians boosted the price by$2.4S to$21 a 
barrel, according to Marshall Thomas, an editor at 
“Petroleum Intelligence Weekly," a newsletter that 
covers the oil industry.

The 59 -year-old Trudeau, now 
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short of much of the charisma that 
dazzled Canadians in the 1960s, 
pleaded that only a strong central 
government led by him could 
stave off the break-op of Canada 
threatened by Quebec's push for 
independence. 

Clark, 39, blunted his rivals 
attack by arguing that the abrasive 
Trudeau had done more to divide 
Canada than unite it. 

During the two-month cam- 
paign, Trudeau slogged through 
public appearances, harping on 
the theme that Canada needed 
him to keep its English and French 
components together. 

But the issue of national unity 
— one which Trudeau has always 
drawn upon since his first cam- 
paign — did not fire voters this 
time. 

Paradoxically it is in Quebec 
that Trudeau's Liberals are 
expected to draw their heaviest 
support The party is especially 
vulnerable in heavily populated 
Ontario. 

In that province, which supplies 
95 of the Commons’ 282 seats, the 
Liberals are trailing the Conserva- 
tives by 10 per cent in the polls. 

The Liberals are not expected 
to win any seats in the four pro- 
vinces that make up the Canadian 
west Dark’s home territory. 

If be wins, Clark would become 
Canada’s youngest prime minis- 
ter. 

Some political commentators 
have said the election would have 
been a walkover for the Conserva- 
tives had Dark been a tougher 
campaigner. 


LONDON, May 22 (Agencies)

Menahem Begin arrived in Lon- 
don Tuesday for a three -day pri- 
vate visit during which he will 
meet new Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher and discuss upcom- 
ing Palestinian autonomy talks 
with U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

Begin, whose stay in the British 
capital is being marked by 
extremely tight security, was to 
address a Jewish fund-raising rally 
in central London Tuesday night. 

A meeting scheduled for Wed- 
nesday with Mrs. Thatcher will be 
the first contact between Israels 
coalition government and Bri- 
tain’s new Conservative leader- 
ship. which came to power after 
winning the May 3 election. 

Before leaving Tel Aviv, Begin 
told reporters bis talks v.irt> Mr-. 
Thatcher would concern Middle 
East and bilateral matters. 

On Thursday, he will meet 
Vance to discuss expanded 
Egyptian-Israeli peace talks open- 
ing the next day in Beersheba. 

The Talks, which follow on from 


the Egypt- Israel peace treaty 
signed in Washington on March 
26, are designed to lead to the cre- 
ation of self-governing Palestinian 
authorities in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza strip within one 
year. 

After his meeting with Begin, 
Vance will fly to Cairo to confer 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat before heading the U.S. 
team at the opening session of the 
autonomy talks. 

Begin, Sadat and Vance will all 
meet on Sunday for ceremonies 
marking the return of the Sinai 
coastal town of El Arish to Egypt 
after 1 2 years of Israeli occupation 
apd the opening of a direct air cor- 
ridor between Egypt and Israel. 

During his stay. Begin will also 
meet British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington and hold a press 
conference Wednesday. ■

Numeiri holds talks 
with Giscard today 


KHARTOUM, May 22 (R) — 
French President Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing arrives here Wednesday 
for a day-long official visit and 
talks vrith Sudanese President Jaf- 
far Numeiri on African, Arab and 
international issues. 

French Ambassador Henri 
Dumont told the Sudan News 
Agency his presidenfs visit was 
especially significant because 
President Numeiri is the c h a ir man 
of the Organization of African 
Unity (O AU) while France is cur- 
rently in the chair at the European 
Economic Community (EEC). 

Numeiri said in a recent inter- 
view with the Khartoum news- 
paper “ALA yam" he would dis- 
cuss with Giscard the possibility of 
convening a conference of Euro- 
pean, Arab and African states on 
three-way ventures. 

These would use European 
technology, Arab capital and 
African natural resources. 

Observers also expect the two 


presidents to discuss the situation 
in Chad where French troops are 
keeping the peace between rival 
factions. 

Sudan chaired a Chad reconcili- 
ation conference in Libya last year 
and took part in two similar meet- 
ing in Nigeria this year and is 
keen to see an end to the fighting 
in the former French colony.

Bank and Gaza. 

The plan was drawn up last 
week by a ministerial committee 
aad was due to be presented to the 
Egyptians on Friday. But fierce 
opposition by some key ministers, 
headed by Defense Minister Ezer 
Weiztnan, led to Monday’s 
cabinet decision to begin negotia- 
tions before offering the written 
document. 

Weizman requested the cabinet 
drop him from the negotiating 
team, but amendments in the 
draft persuaded him to take pan in 
the autonomy talks. 


Hussein says settlements 
policy undermining peace 
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AMMAN, May 22 (Agencies) 
— King Hussein of Jordan 
charged Tuesday that Israel's set- 
tlement policy “blocks the way for 
a just and comprehensive Middle 
East peace." 

The Jordanian ruler was speak- 
ing to the special United Nations 
Security Council commission 
investigating the establishment of 
Israeli settlements in occupied ter- 
ritory. 

“Israers policy consists of 
expelling the Arabs from territory 
occupied since the 1967 Arab- 
IsraeK war and altering the ter- 
ritories’ status by esrablishing 
Israeli settlements on Arab 
lands ,” the king added. 

King Hussein reiterated the 
Jordanian position that Middle 
East peace is impossible without 
Israeli withdrawal from all 
occupied territories, in accor- 
dance with U.N. resolutions, and 
without the recognition of the 
Palestinians' right to self determi- 
nation.

“Bilateral relations and ways of promoting them were also 
discussed," he said. 

“The two sides exchanged viewpoints with regard to the 
activities of the Jerusalem committee which is presided over 
by King Hassan," Bouceta said.

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U.S. Indian Ocean 
reinforcements

KUWAIT, May 22 (Agencies) — India's Foreign Minister, Attar 
E®!* 2 * Tuesday the United States has withdrawn 
nayal reinforcements sent to the Eastern Indian Ocean last spring 
during border dashes between North and South Yemen. 

The United Slates has also failed to finalize plans for the establish 
mcntofanew fleet — to be known as the fifth fleet — to be stationed 
permanently in the Arabian Sea in the Eastern Indian Ocean, Vaj- 
payee added. 

“I have been to Washington recently and was assured the United ~ 
states had no plans to increase its military strength in the region,” the 
Indian minister said in an interview with the F-n gK«h lan g ua ge 
“Kuwait Times.” 

“I made it dear to the administration of President Jimmy Carter 
that any increase in the U.S. military presence in the region would 
invite a corresponding response from the Soviet Union, and this 
would only jeopardize the idea of making the (Indian) Ocean a zone 
of peace," he added. 

The sea lanes of the region must be kept open for oil, but this 
cannot be achieved through the stepping up of a military presetgg 
there, Vajpayee said. 

Developments in Iran have proved that “what is needed is political 
stabflity, accompanied by economic growth, and a sense of security 
among aD countries in the area, without any foreign interference,” he 
added. 

Vajpayee said India's policy was “one of scrupulous noninterfer- 
ence in the affairs of other nations, particularly of its neighbors.” 

He said India had unilaterally decided against developing an 
atomic bomb “though China is stockpiling nuclear weapons and 
unconfirmed reports say Pakistan also plans to produce such 
weapons” 

Vajpayee was also quoted as saying his country did not back the 
Egypiian-Israeli peace treaty because it was flawed and would not 
bring lasting peace. 

“India wants the United Nations resolutions to be fully imp- 
lemented. We want peace and not a piecemeal solution,’' he said. 

He said the treaty’s three flaws were that it did not provide for total 
Israeli evacuation, die restoration of Palestinian rights, or the 
guarantees that Israel would give up its expansionist designs.

They are retired Gen. Txkka 
Khan, a former commander-in- 
chief of the Pakistan Army and 
additional secretary-general of 
the party, Malik Saeed Hassan, a 
former judge of the Lahore High 
Court, Sheikh Rashid Ahmad, a 
former federal minister, Nadira 
Khakwani. chief of the women's 
wing of the People s Party in Pun- 
jab. and Sheikh Rafique Ahmad, 
president of the Punjab People's 
Party. 

All of them were arrested sev- 
eral months ago under martial law 


regulations and were charged vio- 
lations, which have remained 
under investigation since then. 

TTie chairman of the party, Nus- 
rai Bhutto, and her daughter, 
Benazir Bhutto, however, are still 
under detention at a police camp 
near Islamabad. They mi ght also 
be released shortly as their period 
of detention is due to expire next 
week, the People's Party sources 
added. 

In the meantime, the central 
executive committee of the Peo- 
ple's Party has been summoned to 
a meeting on May 25 “to review 
the prevailing political situation in 
the country and the party’s further 
course of action in view of forth- 
coming general elections 'in 
November next,” a spokesman of 
the party said. 


Moroccan religious 
leaders urge strict 
application of Sharia 

RABAT, May 22 (R) — Muslim religions leaders in Morocco have 
called for the strict application of Islamic laws among demandsfor a 
return to stricter observance of Islamic precepts in the country. 

A series of recommendations adopted at a congress of Ulema 
(doctors of Islamic law) which ended Sunday night in Oujda, nor- 
theast Morocco, also «di«d for the observance of Friday as the 
weekly day of rest. 

The day of rest has so far been Sunday. This was introduced under 
French rule which ended in Morocco in 1956. 

The Ulema denounced the“ incompatibility of Western law with 
Muslim reality, ” a reference to French Napoleonic law on which the 
Moroccan penal code is based, and called for the strict application of 
the Islamic Sharia. 

They also called for cinema censorship, duly prayers in govern- 
ment departments, schools and the public sector, the outlawing of 
games of chance and the banning of smoking in schools. 

The Ulema condemned family planning and the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and drugs. 

In the economic field, the Ulema called for the nationalization of 
mines, foreign trade, communications, banks, insurance, and the 
pharmaceutical industry and “ the application of the Islamic bank 
principle, '* a reference to the ban on usuiy under Islamic law. 

The congress, which was attended by representatives of the palace 
and government, also adopted recommendations condemning the 
Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

It expressed support for Lebanese unity, the independence strug- 
gle of the Eritrean people, and Islamic liberation movements in 
Afghanis tan and the Philippines. 

Denktash reveals basic 
differences over Cyprus 


NICOSIA, May 22 (Agencies) 
— Turkish- Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash has dashed hopes of an 
early deal with the Greek Cyp- 
riots, declaring: “ We are 1 80 deg- 
rees apart.” 

He put a damper on reports that 
his weekend summit with Cyprus 
President Spyros Kyprianou had 
brought a breakthrou gh in the 
deadlock over the divided city. 

The two men agreed that regu- 
lar negotiations should resume . 
□ext month after a two-year break 
and Denktash Sunday called it “a 
miracle.'' 

But Monday, more cautiously, 
he warned: “Please do not think 
that what has been achieved is a 
breakthrough on the substance of 
the problem becaose.it is not.” 

“It is merely a breakthrough in 
bringing two communities 
together who have refused to be 
together” he told a news confer- 
ence in Famagusta. 

Cyprus has been unofficially' 
partitioned since 1974 when Turk- 
ish troops invaded and occupied 
the northern part of the island. 


“I think the Cyprus problem 
will be settled if people take no 
positions on principle but say we 
have to talk, talk, talk and talk 
until we begin to trust each other 

“I am sorry to say that on the 
substance of the matter, the par- 
ties are 180 degreesapart," Denk- 
tash said. 

“We are united in keeping an 
independent Cyprus. We are 
united in keeping a bi-communal, 
bi- zonal federal nonaligned Cyp- 
rus. 

“We are united in saying that 
Cyprus is our home but when it 
comes to the question of the secur- 
ity of the Turkish co mmunity , to 
how this security should be tack- 
led, to how daily life shall be 
organized and bow we shall begin 
our governmental life, we are 180 
degrees apart.” 

In Ankara, Deputy Prime 
Minister HSkmet Cetin raid Mon- 
day Ttirkey was pleased with the 
agreement to resume regular talks 
on June 15.

Edward Kennedy 
and not President Jimmy Carter 
for the 1980 Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, a spokesman 
for one of the House members 
sa id Monday night. 

And in Rhode Island, House 
speaker Thomas O'Neill Jr. said 
Kennedy could beafi Carter in a 


primary fight, though he expects 
Kennedy will stay out of the race 
and Carter will win. 

James Dechaine, an aide to 
Rep. Richard Nolan of Min- 
nesota, said the announcement of 
the five congressmen's support of 

Kennedy probably would be made 
at a news conference Wednesday. 

The other Democrats joining 
Nolan will be Rep. John Conyers 
of Michigan, Rep. Richard 
Ottinger of New York, Rep. 


Edward Beard of Rhode Island 
and Rep. Fortney (Pete) Stark of 
California, he said. 

The congressmen's move is 
prompted by “ dissatisfaction" 
with Carter, said Dechaine. 

In Providence, RJL, O’Neill 
Monday said Kennedy could beat 
Carter in a primary if the senator 
decided to run.

“He told me: ‘following the 
order that we were given, we 
rounded up high school students, 
from in front of the houses of four 
parents and even in the houses. 
We threw them in military trucks 
where they were beaten with trun- 
cheons. In the course of the trip to 
the central prison, foe children 
who talked too much, who 
protested, who were unruly, were 
made to shut up with a pistol at the 
temple. Death was instantane- 
ous.” 

The soldier said the survivors of 
foe trip were put into small cells. 
“Some of them died of asphyxia- 
tion,” he said, according to the 
ambassador. 

“The order was given during the 
night to bury them,” foe ambas- 
sador quoted the soldier as saying. 
“They -gave us sacks. We went to 
the cemetaiy and chased out foe 
guards. Holes were dug and the 
bodies were thrown in and 
covered with dirt” 

The ambassador said: “This is a 
formal denial of the denial made 
by the Central African govern- 
ment and its monarch. I have reaf- 
firmed the truth, which is that of 
the press communique of 
Amnesty International,” a human 
rights organization which recently 
claimed that a large number of 
children were killed for protesting 
against school uniforms.

Menten faces new trial 
on war crimes charges 


THE HAGUE, May 22 (R) — 
The Dutch Supreme Court Tues- 
day ordered millionaire art collec- 
tor Pieter Menten to face a new 
trial on war crimes charges. 

The five- member bench upheld 
an appeal by die attorney-general 
against the decision of a lower 
chamber last December to free the 
79-year-old businessman and art 
collector from prison, court Presi- 
dent. Charles Moons announced. 

The new trial will take place in 
Rotterdam but it was not stated 
when it would start 

Legal proceedings against Men- 
ten, who will be 80 on Saturday, 
started shortly after the World 
War n. The case turned into the 
Netherlands’ most sensational war 
crimes trial. 

It will be the second trial for 


Menten for foe alleged killing of 
between 20 and 30 Foies, mostly 
Jews, in eastern Poland in 1941 
when he worked for the Nazi S.S. 
as an interpreter. 

- He was jailed for 15 years by an 
Amsterdam court in December 
1977 but the verdict was quashed 
by the Supreme Court last May on 
the grounds that Menten had been 
promised immunity by the Dutch 
Justice Ministry more than a quar- 
ter of a century ago. 

Tuesday’s decision by the Sup- 
reme Court to re-open the case 
was immediately welcomed by 
Dutch war veterans' groups and 
concentration camp survivors. 

Menten’ s counsel Leo van Hei- 
jningen listened stonily as the 
court announced its verdict.

Opium warlord

OPEC conferences have invariably brought with them an 
air of anxiety and near panic in consuming nations, and the 
shadow of the forthcoming meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries is proving to be no exception. 

Beyond the cries of anguish and the impression of loom- 
ing disaster in the industrialized world lie several facts that 
these societies chose to ignore — until OPEC schedules a 
price session. 

The industrial world has shown a marked lackof interest 
in curbing its appetite for a very scarce and depletable 
resource. Conservation seems to have become an obscene 
word in these societies, and efforts to develop : subtitnte energy 
sources remain at the infancy stage. 

As every ofl producing country has declared repeatedly, 
the solution of the energy problem remains with the industrial 
countries, and to expect producers to continue to support the 
indulgent habits of these societies is naive. Legislation has 
restricted almost every activity touching on national interests 
in consuming societies, but when it comes to imposing ofl 
conservation, all measures dwindle to conciliatory measures. 
President Cartel's “energy package,” this year and last, is an 
example of legislation that fell far too short of its declared 
target thanks to consumer habits. 

Instead of sincere and positive efforts to solve a global 
problem, the industrial countries often tend to raise the spec- 
ter of confrontation as the International Energy Agency has 
done in the past — a course it has pursued with little success. 

The ofl market, never a smooth one, has recently been 
going through a very turbulent phase with speculators and 
profiteers cashing in on the drive by the industrial states to 
increase stockpiles in anticipation of another price increase. 
The net result has been an unprecedented pressure on sup- 
plies, aggravated by the Iranian shortfall, which pushed spot 
market prices to over twice the official price. 

Consuming countries, or rather governments in consum- 
ing countries, are content to deal with the issue as strictly a 
question of supply and demand, with the producing countries 
providing a convenient target for the consumers’ wrath. But it 
is this commercial attitude to a strategic resource that is com- 
. pounding the problem. Unless oil is given the status of a 
strategic resource, the marketplace will continue to experi- 
ence upheavals similar to the present one as oil companies, 
with purely commercial interests, seek to make a kill. 

The age of oil abundance is oven the resource has taken 
on a much more important nature. It is up to the consumers to 
appreciate this fact, and act in the light of the new premises. 


“President Giscard cfEstaing's

Italians prepare 
for political battle

ROME- 

Ital/s right-wing parties go into the June general.elections harried 
by the extreme left, haunted by Fascist dictator Benito Mussolini, 
nostalgic for monarchy and divided except in their zealous hatred of 
Communism. 

But die rightists, crusading with the message that they alone can 
save Italy from Marxism, can hope at best to hold their ground with 
some six per cent of the vote. 

The Italian Social Movement (MSI), which rose out of the ruins of 
Mussotinf s 20-year Fascist experiment and has never totally shed 
associations with the past even though it disowns the label neo- 
Fasdst, can expect to pick up the Eon’s share. 

The party grabbed just over six per cent of the vote in the 1976 
elections to remain the fourth largest in Italy behind the Chris tian 
Democrats, Communists and Socialists and keep alive fears, fuelled 
and exploited by their opponents of a resurgence of Fascism in Italy, 
the only political ideology the country has given the modern world. 

Even though the MSI vote was slashed by nearly three per cent in 
1976 from the 1972 peak of 8.7 per cent when it nearly overtook the 
Socialists, its hold on 2.2 million votes was sufficient to keep pressure 
on a sensitive nerve in Italy. 

Memories of Mussolini, who dragged Italy into alliance with Hitler 
and ignominious defeat in the last war, are not dead. 

From guilt, shame, and genuine sentiment that there must be no 
repeat of the mistakes of the past, Italian politics have been geared 
once the war to shoring up a fledgling democracy against another 
Fascist era. Fascism itself is outlawed. 

But the yearning for strong right-wing government has lingered. 
As the country drifted to the left slowly in the sixties and more rapidly 
in the seventies, it found ample expressions in the votes of those who 
were seriously afraid that the Communists would sooner or later tai u? 
over. 

The fear was compounded in the last parliament when the Christ- 
ian Democrats had to depend on the Communists to stay in power, 
encouraging the campaign cry of the right that a vote for Christian 
Democracy was a vote for Marxism. 

The Christian Democrats, imprisoned by the logic of seeking 
closer understanding with the Communists and uncomfortable at 
being outflanked on the right, seek to discredit the MSL 

Prime Minister GiuHo Andreotti, refusing to accept the move- 
ment’s democratic credentials and e choing Communist sen timen t, 
said he would not let a government of his survive on their votes alone . 

This dirty linen image led to a split in the MSI in 1977, when 17 
deputies and six senators broke away to form the National Democ- 
racy Party whose leaders say they present a clean right-wing alterna- 
tive to Christian Democracy. 

Bnt financial scandal involving allegations of misuse of public 
funds and a hankering after monarchy which lurks just below the 
surface have cast suspicion on the party's sincerity, opponents say. 

• Opinion polls indicate that the National Democracy Party which 
indudes in its ranks an admiral and one of Italy s best brown monar- 
chists, Alfredo Cove Hi, will founder in the elections, collecting a 
mere 03 per cent of the vote. 

The other alternative right-wing party, the Liberals, who temper 
their anti-Communism with a strong tradition of republicanism and 
anti T clericalsim, will probably fare a little better. 

One of the poorest and smallest Italian parties, with five deputies 
and two senators, the Liberals are expected to increase their share of 
the vote from one to two per cent 

Campaigning as the party for “democratic security’ against state 
intervention and excessive bureaucracy, the party boasts a large 
following among academics and writers, including four university 
rectors and internationally known author Luigi Barzini. 

Adding color to their ranks, the Liberals are fielding car designer 
Sergio Pimfarina m the European elections. 

But the expected small showing for Liberals and National Demoo- 
rats will leave the right-wing seats in parliament, as Before, largely in 
the hands of the movement which opponents say is responsible for 
rightist violence and is unashamably Fascist. 

“We cannot hide our Fascist origins, it would be absurd to do so," 
the movement’s spokesman Massimo Magliaro said. “But we are not 
Fascist?’. 

The movement, founded in 1946, is led by Giorgio Aimirante, who 
held a senior post in the education ministry in Mussolinf s Republic of 
Salo, founded after the Allies invaded Italy. 

Its figurehead president, Pino Romualdi, was deputy secretary of 
the Italian Fascist Party during the republic's brief life and was 
sentenced to death after the war but escaped execution by evading 
capture until 1948. 

The MSI, reinforced last year by launching a“Enroright” program 
to fight Eurocommunism with French, Spanish and Greek sym- 
pathizers, is campaigning for the return of the death penalty to deal 
with Italy's growing terrorist threat. 

It also advocates foe abolition of the First Repnblic, the establish- 
ment of a new democratic system with a universally-elected president 
and an executive council and proposes elitist selection in education. 

Apart from drawing from the rich well of concern at the threat of 
Communism, foe right wing also appears to appeal strongly to those 
who support what must be modem Itaiys greatest lost cause: foe 
monarchy. 

The House of Savoy was banished from Italy in 1947 largely 
because of its ass o ciati ons with the Fascist era. 

Bnt the monarchy was abolished by a surprisingly small margin in a 
referendum and die hards insist it is by no means a lost cause. 

They point to the political muddle which has produced 41 govern- 
ments since the fall of Fascism and gloated with a campaign of posters 
wheat President Giovanni Leone was forced to resign in foe wake of a 
financial scandal last year. 

“No, if s not a lost cause", said Alfredo Covelli, who was an MSI 
deputy before switching to National Democracy “but we must fight 
the political battle first”. 

By that he meant the right-wing bad to regain control of the 
legislature. 

That unlikely eventuality would almost certainly set foe scene for 
revolution and civil war in Italy. 

If there's one thing that can spark off violence and riots in this 
country, if s the threat, real or apparent, of Fascism.

Israel’ s new war against the PLO

TEL AVIV - 

Israel has turned from the revenge raid to the preemptive strike in 
its war against Palestinians in Lebanon. 

The Israeli army wants to keep the Palestinians nervous and on the 
defensive. It is a psychological war as well as one waged with planes, 
ships and infantry. 

A dozen times since the Palestine Liberation Organization 
atta cked the Israeli city of Nahariya April 22, Israeli ships and planes 
have" struck into Lebanon at Palestinian camps. 

According to reports from Beirut, Israeli missile ships cruise up 
and down the coast of Lebanon, and Israeli planes are often over- 
head, b reakin g the sound barrier with low-level passes over Beirut. 

The United States calls it an escalation of“ the cycle of violence” in 
southern Lebanon, and U.N. forces there accuse Israel of risking; 
violent incidents with U.N. troops. Israel's official announcements 
are terse, without apology, and there is every indication that the 
strikes will continue. 

But none of the Israeli actions since the PLO attack on Nahariya 
appears to be quite the same sort of thing as the revenge raids. Before 
the Nahariya raid, Israel waited for a guerrilla-type attack before 
responding. 

Israel never called the raids direct reprisals, bat the pattern was 
clean after a bomb exploded in an Israeli marketplace, for example, 
jets c o u ld be heard roaring north and there would be an announce- 
ment, within hours, of an air strike against what were called 4 * terrorist 
bases” -in Le bano n. Israel usually attacked after a bombing or a 
Palestinian raid into Israel. 


The most massive Israeli attack was in March 1978, when Israel 

invaded Lebanon up to the Utani River in reponse to the PLO attack 

on the Tel Aviv coastal road. 

After the April 22 incident, as Palestinian refugees were reported 
freeing their ramps in southern Lebanon in fear of a massive Israeli 
response. Defense Minister Ezer Weizman announced that the 
commandos “will be hit at any time and at any place Israel deems 
desirable.” 

Four Israelis died in the raid. The Israeli gonship shot up a refugee 
camp in northern Lebanon. But then it became dear there would be 
no single big retaliation, bnt repeated strikes to try to keep foe PLO 
off balance. 

“There are no new’ tactics involved,” an Israeli officer said. 

“Nothing not done before. But the army decided to be more 
precise. It will go strong on any sign that something is going to 
happen. Anytime yon have good, valid information, you hit them. 
Perhaps, before, such information was not available, as it is today.” 

Where does this information come from? “ah,” said the officer, “is 
t hie a question a normal man would answer?” 

The psychological effect of such raids on the Palestinians is part of 
the campaign. 

“Two jets go down on a target foe size of one room, or two rooms,” 
the Israeli rtfflrar said, 44 or on a bunker, because we know, and they 
know it is a special room, or a special bunker, in which certain stuff 
has been planed. And if we don’t get it afl we come back and hit it 
again.” 

The fact that Lebanon is a supposedly sovereign state bothers 
Israel not at all in its strikes into the battered country. (LAI) 


Creating a 4 Jewish buffer zone’

As Israel and Egypt head into long and complex negotiations for 
Pales tinian self-rule in foe West Bank and foe Gaza Strip, the issue of 
Jewish settlement threatens to blast the autonomy scheme to bits. 
Not only are the two countries deeply divided over the issue, but 
Israelis themselves disagree on settlement strategy. 

Autonomy talks are to begin Friday and are scheduled to last 
one year. Israeli Prime Minister Menhem Begin says settlement 
activity will continue during the talks and Israel will insist op an 
agreement permitting more settlement under the autonomy regime. 

. Egypt and the Palestinians say the settlements must stop. The 
more than 50 urban and rural communities built in foe West Bank in 
the last 12 years should fold, leaving open the possibility for an 
all-Palestinian state, they say. 

A vast majority of Israelis — some polls say over 90 per cent — 
oppose Palestinian independence and many see foe settlements as 
ensuring a permanent Jewish “bond” with the West Bank. 

The United States govern meat, mediator of the autonomy talks, 
believes the settlements are illegal, a violation of foe Geneva Con- 
vention barring the transfer of populations under areas of occupa- 
tion. 

Begin presents the settlement question as a top priority and one 
on which be has full national backing. In fact, the range of opinion 
spans foe wide spectrum of Israel's fragmented politics. 

On one extreme is Gush Emunim, a largely religious movement 
which holds the West Bank in almost mystical reverence as part of 
the land which they claim God “promised*’ the Jews. 

Gush Emunim, which means bloc of the faithful, organizes 
groups of potential settlers, finds plots of land and often sets up illegal 
camps in open defiance of the government. It is blatantly annexation- 
ist. There is no membership list, but its few hundred activists have 
wide sympathy in Israel. 

On the other extreme is Peace Now, a movement which sprang 
up after Egyptian President Anwar Sadat visited Jerusalem in 
November 1977 to urge Begin to make peace concessions. 

Peace Now, started by a handful of army reserve officers, 
believes a continuation of settlements construction would hamstring 
the negotiators at the autonomy talks, but it is divided over whether 
Israel should retain the settlements it already built. 

A loosely organized body of weekend politicians, it has no clear 
program and attracts supporters from the mainstream and from the 


radical left. At one demonstration it mustered 100,000 people, the 
largest in Israels history. 

The first settlements rose on the West Bank within a year of foe 
1967 war. The Labor government of the late Premier Levi Eshkol 
saw the communal farms as a civilian extension of the army — like 
early warning stations along the border. 

Israel was then prepared to return the West Bank to Jordan in 
exchange for peace in a bilateral deal but Jordan rejected Israeli 
overtures. 

In time a new policy emerged. The government proclaimed 
certain areas — die Jordan Valley parallel to the cease-fire line and a 
corridor from foe Jordan. River to Jerusalem — - as “essentiaTfo 
national security. New settlements sprouted oudinihg a visible line 
on foe map of foe future border as Israel saw it 

That policy changed dramatically when Begin, leading a right- 
of-center nationalist movement ousted Labor in foe 1977 d mio m 
He immediately declared that settlements would be buflt in the West 
Bank hinterland where previous governments refused to build. 

Although much is said about Israels “biblical heritage” in foe • 
West Bank, military strategy is the underlying theme behind the 
conflicting views of both major political blocs, labor and Begin's 
Likud. 

Settlement advocate Ariel Sharon, a former general and now 
minister of agriculture, says control of the mountainous region, gives 
Israel “strategic depth” at the country’s waistline, only ni ne miles wide 
before the 1967 war. “In addition to depth, it gives ns command of 
topographical c h a r a c teristics from which foe whole, coastline is 
dominated,” says Sharon. 

Labors Raanan Wertz, co-chairman of the Jewish Agency’s 
settlement department, says Israel must concentrate its limited funds 
on beefing up settlements in the Jordan Valley to create a “Jewish 
buffer zone" between Jordan and the West Bank’s 700,000 Palesti- 
nians. 

As opposition leader, Begin advocated annexing foe : West 
Bank. But as prime minister he found his options limited Each new' 
settlement aroused furious world reaction and protests from the U.S. 
government. 

Begin has had to tread cautiously to satisfy his political suppor- 
ters without endangering the peace talks. During the negotiations for 
the peace treaty Egypt did not make West Bank settlement a make- 
or-break issue, but some Israelis expect that to change daring the 
forthcoming autonomy talks. (AP)

Miguel is Jeddah’ s new king of haute couture

JEDDAH — Miguel Cano, 
fashion designer extraordinary, 
was ecstatic as he sat down in the 
coffee shop at the Kandara Palace 
Hotel and proceeded to demolish 
a drunk of water melon half the 
size of his sleekly-groomed head. 

For' days there had been no 
news of his carefully-assembled 
haute couture collection, 2,000 
gowns of pure silk with winch he 
had planned to stun the ladies of 
Saudi Arabia. The consignment, 
airfreighted from New York, had 
simply vanished into thin air. 

After a day and a night on the 
telephone his Egyptian associate, 
Broadway department store 
owner Fouad al-Ashmawi, 
tracked down the lost gowns to a 
transit shed in Beirut. More fran- 
tic te ig phnning and they finally 
became airborne again, to arrive 
in Jeddah Monday nigjht. 

Which explained Cano’s joy. 
Next week the dapper designer 
will find out if a U the work has 
been worthwhile when be presents 
the sample collection, including 
creations by Pierre Balmain and 
New York’s John Anthony, at a 
discreet unveiling in the Jeddah 
showrooms of his Saudi partner, 
the 26-year-old businessman and 
former Ahli footballer, Saleh 
Aisawi. 

Already Aisawi has lined up a 
piece of land for their fashion 
center’s permanent home. It will 
be built and in operation within six 


months, he said. 

Cano is no snail himself, but the 
speed with which Aisawi had got 
the land deal under way clearly 
took him by surprise, and he 
choked on his applejuice. “That? s 
what I love about Saudi Arabia,” 
he said when he had recovered. 
“When they decide to move they 
move really fast!” 

Cano is a willowy Argentinian 
of 26, originally from 'Buenos 
Aires. His passion is for the 
heart-throb Valentino, and this 
was reflected in his white three- 
piece suit (by Adolfo), a matching 
tie whose stranglehold around his 
elegent neck was held fast by a 
gold safety pin, and hair flattened 
by richly-scented pomade. “I 

am," he confessed rather unneces- 
sarily, “crazy about the 30s?’. 

He is also crazy about himstf 
“This whole project is based on 
my image,” be declared. The son 
of a late Buenos Aires Congress- 
man, Cano started his career as an 
artist, making a name for his “very 
figurative and tender'' silkscreen 
posters on s u ch themes as Romeo 
and Juliet, Hamlet and the Four 
Seasons. These were run off, he 
said, in limited editions of 50, 

fetching between $10,000-$20,000 

a time for the Mexican Red Cross. 

It was Cano’s sketching ability ' 
that led him into the fashion 
world, when he was still a child. 
“Everyone in Buenos Aires went 
to Paris to see the new collections.

When he was 18 the president 
of Argentina appointed him Cul- 
tural Ambassdor (“he thought I 
was a good example to the youth”) 
and sent him to display his posters 
at art shows all over Latin 
America. He ended up in

Acapulco where, as he said, “the 
jet set took me to its heart. I was 
the little genius, the main attrac- 
tion.” 

After a quick commissioned trip 
to Japan to knock off another S 
20,000 a-print poster, featuring a 
boy and girl on a motorbike, Cano 
setoff for New York to study fash- 
ion design. Hie completed the 
four-year course (’naturally) in 
two (“If you have experience and 
ability things come very fast?’), got 
htmaalf an agent in Europe and 
proceeded to take the world's 
leading fashion houses by storm. 

It was from his penthouse studio 
in Manhattan — his home is now 
in New York — that he jolted 
men's fashion 18 months ago, with 
his shoulder-padded shirts and 
jackets, launched upon the world 
through the Italian houses of 
Giorgjo Armani and Gianni Ver- 
sace. “That was my biggest 
t riumph.” 

His talent established Mm as 
quickly in dress-design, which was 
when he teamed up with Fouad 
al-Ashmawi, using his contacts to 
help Ashmawi on the buying side. 

Cano developed his plan to 
bring baute couture to the King- 
dom after meeting Saudis in 
Washington. Not that he's blazing 


an entirely fresh trail It has been 
possible for several years to pick 
up the best the world’s fashion 
houses can offer in Jeddah, which 
Cano does not dispute for a 
moment 

“But the prices! It makes me 
very angry to see how high they 
are here,” he said. “A Balmain 
dress that would cost $ 1,500 in 
Paris is at least three times that in 
Jeddah.” 

With canny purchasing by his 
associate, Ashmawi, Cano 
claimed that his Jeddah fashion 
center will not only match Paris 
prices — but undercut them. 

Cano, who has converted to 
Islam and made hi$ first umrah at 
Mecca last week, is selecting his 
stock very much for the Arabian 
woman. He promises scrupulous 
observance of the rules of Islamic 
culture and Saudi Arabian tradi- 
tion. The fashion center itself will 
be a model of propreity, staffed by 
female fashio n consultants from 
Europe and .New York. 

“Everything will be individual 
and very, very private,” said 
Cano. “ We will also take small col- 
lections to private houses." 

Cano already has strong views 
on what will go down well- with the 
smart set of Jeddah. “The Arabian 
woman is very feminine, very 
selective and instinctively knows 
good quality when she sees it.” 

He tells of the rich Jeddah 
industrialist who flew to London 
to pay £2,500 for a wedding dress 
for his daughter. “She didn’t like 
it, so back he went to London and 
spent £3,000 an on another dress. 
She didn’t like that one, either." 

In desperation, the industrialist 
called in Cano. In a whirlwind of 
creativity he took a simple gown 
and showered it with a hail of 
rhinestones, pearl es, French lace, 
ribbons and silk flowers. “When 
the bride-to-be saw it she nearly 
died with joy” says Cano. “That 
experience gave us confidence.” 

The fashion-setters of Jeddah 
had better look sharp, however, if 
they wish to catch a glimpse of the 
maestro. For although Cano will 
coordinate the fashion center — 
and a second one later, in Riyadh 
— he will do so from his Manhat- 
ten penthouse, to which be will 
depart after next week 1 s inaugural 
show, to get more cratefuls of 
haute couture winging their way to 
Saudi Arabia.

The dispute erupted Saturday 
when rookie Dick Ferguson's 
qualifying run was disallowed 
because the intake exhaust pipe 
on the turbocharger wastegate 
had been welded shut.

The 
USAC moved to curb engine 
power when speeds were reaching 
dangerous levels. 

The USAC at first said there 
could be no interference with the 
manifold relief pressure valve that 
helps control turbocharger boost 
and horsepower. Then on Sunday, 
the USAC said the tailpipe must 
have a minimum fa aria diam eter 
of 1.47 indies. Since the standard 
opening is about 2% inches, the 
latest USAC bulletin was inter- 
preted as legalizing use of a 
washer to cut the size and make it 
easier to override the valve. 

“USAC rales say that any 
attempt to override the pressure 
valve which controls the boost will 
be cause for disqualification,” said 
driver Lapy Cannon after his 
protest was heard. “Then, they 
change die rules and say you must 
have an opening of at least 1.47 in 
. the tailpipe. Well, that’s overrid- 
ing the valve. Any driver or 
mechanic a round her e will tell you 
that” " ”

USAC

Greece to join EEC next Monday 


ATHENS, May 22 (AP) — 
Greece becomes the tenth 
member of the European 
Economic Community next Mon- 
day. 

French President Vale.ry Gis- 
card (fEstaing, five other Euro- 
pean premiers, and die foreign 
ministers of ail the EEC countries 
will be on hand for the ceremony 


admitting the organization's first 
Balkan country. 

The long and turbulent period 
of negotiations, from the original 
Greece-EEC association agree- 
ment signed in 1961 to the “ freez- 
ing ” of relations by the Commun- 
ity during the 1967-74 dictator- 
ship to the rapid developments of 
the last few years, has led to an 


earlier- than- expected entry. 

After the signing, the accession 
treaty must be ratified by Greek 
parliament as well as by those of 
all other EEC countries and by 
European Parliament. Greek 
membership is scheduled to start 
functioning as of January 1, 1981. 
As with previous entries of Bri- 
tain, Ireland and Denmark, Greek

oil firm renews call 
spot market’s chaos 


BRUSSELS, May 22 (R) — A 
leading European oil company 
Tuesday revived demands to the 
EECs Executive Commission for 
control of the Rotterdam spot oil 
market. 

The request, which was made 
on behalf of five European oil 
companies, comes after Commun- 
ity energy ministers last week 
rejected a French proposal to take 
immediate action to control the 
market. 

The ministers noted then the 
psychological effects that high 
spot market prices had on major 
oil producers but decided that 
controlling measures might only 
force the market to move else- 
where. 

The president of Belgium’ s Pet- 
ro fina SA, in a letter to EEC 
Energy Commissioner Guido 
Brunner, stud the measures the 
companies proposed over two 
years ago, have again become 
urgent to bring to an end die cur- 
rent state of disorder, speculation 
and confusion in the oil market 

Another proposal by the oil 
companies was the publication of 
price scales — as in the U.S. — set 
for each product and taking into 
account its production price, the 
rime over which payments would 
be made and the quantities 
offered. 

No transactions outside these 
scales would be allowed. But the 
Commission said then that stabil- 
ity had to be achieved under con- 
ditions of fair competition and 
only five companies were included 
in the scheme. 

At the time of the original 
proposal the German cartel office 
said it could investigate the par- 


ticipation of West Germany 1 s 
VEBA AG and the companies 
repeatedly denied they were aim- 
ing to fix prices. 

Other firms in the troupe are 
Compagnie Frandas des Petioles 
and Elf Erap of France and Ente 
Nazionale Idrocarburi of Italy. 

The Rotterdam spot market 
covers oil which is not sold under 
contract and accounts for about 
five per cent of the Rotterdam 

supplies. 

Adolphe Demeure de Lespaul 
of Petrofina told Brunner the 
Companies wanted more informa- 
tion on how Rotterdam prices 


were set. 

A commission spokesman said 
the EEC had studied the problem 
and is in discussions with tin com- 
panies on their proposals although 
it has not yet formally replied to 
them. 


De Lespaul added that the mar- 
ginal spot market brought confu- 
sion and speculation both to con- 
sumer markets and oil producing 
nations. 


The companies also unde dined 
the necessity for a determined pol- 
icy of economy in all forms of 
energy. 


Bonn party picks woman 
as presidential candidate 


BONN, May 22 (R) — West 
Germany’s rating Social Democ- 
rats named a woman Tuesday as 
their candidate for president but 
she has little chance of winning 
Wednesday’s election. 

Ann e marie Recger, 59, the first 
woman to contest the office, 
accepted the nomination 24 hours 
before the vote. 

The liberals, coalition partners 
with the Social Democrats, were 
expected to give her their backing 
at a meeting later Tuesday. 

Mrs. Renger, was for four years 
president of the Bundestag (lower 
home of parliament) as predeces- 
sor to die conservative presiden- 
tial candidate. Dr. Karl Cartens, 
64. 

The conservatives have an 
overall majority in die special 
Federal Assembly which elects die 
head of state. 


"Although virtually certain to 
lose, the government parties are 
opposed to Dr. Carstens, a right- 
winger, and were determined to 
find an acceptable candidate for 
the largely ceremonial presidency. 

Monday, scientist-philosopher 
Cari-Friedricfa von Weizsaecker 
turned down an invitation to stand 
as candidate of die coalition par- 
ties, saying he had no chance of 
beating Dr. Carstens. 

Critics said that by rapidly 
switching candidates, the govern- 
ment parties have made a farce of 
the election. 

In a desperate move to block 
Dr. Carstens 1 candidacy, the 
Social Democrats Monday 
appealed to the conservatives to 
drop him and back Dr. von 
Weizaecker as an all-party candi- 
date. 


membership will go through a 
transition period of five years, to 
harmonize gradually its economy 
and its various fields and products 
with the Community’ s commercial 
and legal structures. 

The main architect of EEC 
entry is Greek Premier Coastan- 
tine Caramanlis, who rai ls it the 
cornerstone of his foreign policy, 
against the opposition of socialists 
and communists at home.

He recently told his 
parliamentary majority party that 
a referendum on joining EEC 
would be an unnecessary burden 
on the people and that it would 
anyway secure 75 per cent 
approval. He said a parliamentary 
debate and ratification was suffi- 
cient His party in the last elec- 
tions took 42 percent of the votes 
and holds 172 of the seats in the 
300-member parliament 

The opposition Panhellenic 
Socialist Party and the pro- 
Moscow Greek Communist Party 
are firmly opposed to EEC entry 
arguing that it will disrupt the 
economy and burden the poorer 
classes. These two parties respec- 
tively took 25 J and 93 per cent at 
the 1977 elections and bold 93 
and 11 seats in parliament 

The other smaller parties, rang- 
ing from centrist formations to the 
independenj-line " Interior” 
Communist Party, support EEC 
membership. 

Despite support from all nine 
EEC older members for Greek 
entry, the Co mmunit y has argued 
that Greek entry will cost the nine 
a lot in financial backing and that 
Portugal and Spain will demand 
parallel treatment when their 
applications for membership start 
being negotiated in detail. Some 
feel that even the present mem- 
bers are not integrated enough to 
support further expansion. 

Greece is scheduled to receives 
104 million in economic develop- 
ment aid from the Community in 
1981, to grow to some $ 700 mil- 
lion in 1986 or $ 2.5 billion 
approximately over the whole 
1 983-86 transition period.

Rhodesia’s farmers 
urge higher prices 


SALISBURY, May 22 ( AP) — 
Angry Rhodesian formers, prot- 
esting new produce prices and 
threatening to abandon the land, 
Tuesday confronted the incoming 
black government with its first 
crisis and demands for immediate 
talks on their future. 

A meeting of some 400 black 
and white fanners, some facing 
bankruptcy after a crippling 
drought and most at the frontline 
of six-year guerrilla war, resolved 
to seek talks with the outgoing 
government on state-fixed prices 
announced last week. 

The prices — for a wide range of 
crops Including maize, cotton and 
peanuts — fell far short of what 


New voting law seen under study 

Chinese newspaper calls for elections , secret ballot 


PEKING, May 22 ( AP) — The 
“People’s Daily,” organ of the 
Communist Party, has called for 
holding general elections in China 
using the secret ballot and permit- 
ting choices of candidates. 

The paper, which often reflects 
the thinking of Senior Vice Pre- 
mier Deng Xiaoqing (Teng 
Hsiao-ping), indicated that com- 
mittees already are pondering a 
new election law which could be 
used to carry out balloting for the 
lower level congresses whose 
members elect the National Peo- 
ples Congress. 

Free elections on the western 
model have been among the 
demands made by young dissi- 
dents, some 40 of whom have 
been arrested since early April 

1 The daily made it clear, 
however, that though there may 
be free choices in the proposed 
new system, the Chinese model set 
up in 1953 but since fallen into 
disuse will be followed. 

The paper recalled that the 
1953 general election was con- 
ducted in such an open manner. 

In the past decade or more, it 
said, the Communist Party’s 
extremists, led by the late Chair- 
man Mao Zedong's (Mao Tse- 
tungs) wife, Chiang Ching, sup- 
pressed all elections. Instead dele- 
gates were appointed and did not 
represent the people. 


The new election system now 
under study must be conducted on 
the basis of general equality, it 
said. This is extremely important, 
it added, if the elected bodies are 
to play their part in the. campaign 
to modernize China by the year 
2000 .* 


It also should reflect the great 
changes politically, economically 
and culturally that have happened 
in the past 26 years, the paper 
said. 

“The new election law should 
abolish the voting method of a 
show of hands instead of secret 


ballot,'' it said. “This method has 
shown through practice that it 
cannot truly reflect the will of the 
people. The time now is ripe for 
voting by secret ballot for the 
whole nation and the broad mas- 
ses of the electorate demand this.” 
Blaming the party’s extremists. 


Returns to Uganda 

Amin reportedly readying bush war 


TRIPOLI, Libya, May 22 
(Agencies) — Ousted Uggpdan 
President Mi Amin is now in 
Uganda preparing to mount a 
guerrilla campaign against the 
Tanzanian-led invaders who over- 
threw his government, according 
to Libyan leader Muammar Qad- 
dafi 

Qaddafi said in an interview 
that Amin had visited the Libyan 
JamaMriyab and other friendly 
countries before returning to his 
embattled homeland. 

Meanwhile, in Kampala, 
Uganda' s new rulers are preparing 
murder charges against “Major” 
Bob Astles, the British-born 
adviser of ousted President Amin. 

A .spokesman Tuesday said mur- 
der and other criminal charges 
would be brought within two 
weeks, thus allowing extradition 
proceedings to begin against 


Astles. He is being held in polio; 
custody in Kenya. 

He fled there across Lake Vic- 
toria ahead of Tanzanian-led 
anti-Amin forces who were 
advancing on Kampala early last 
month. 

The spokesman for the office of 
Uganda’s director of public 
prosecutions said, “We have evi- 
dence of several murders person- 
ally committed by Astles.” 

He added, “We are still investi- 
gating a number of other criminal 
charges which include smuggling 
and illegal money transactions.” 
Astles is a Ugandan citizen who 
was given the honorary rank of 
major by Amin. 

Ugandan exiles accused Astles 
of helping to set up i the dreaded* 
State Research Bureau, held res- 
ponsible for many of the killings 
carried out during the Amin 


regime. 

In another development, Tan- 
zanian army and Ugandan 
government soldiers have cap- 
tured another stronghold in 
northern Uganda of forces still 
loyal to Amin. 

They stand poised to strike 
across the Albert Nile River into 
Amin’s West Nile tribal home- 
land. 

Gulu, located about 270 
kilometers north of Kampala, fell 
to thousands of troops at dawn 
Sunday without resistance'. The 
Pakwach Bridge, 120 kilometers 
further west, also fell Sunday 
without resistence. 

Residents of Guln said that sev- 
eral hundred Amin soldiers left 
last week, after mihtaiy vehicles 
brought a steady stream of dead 
and wounded from other battles 
into the city. 


the paper said, “our election work 
has long since become meaning- 
less.

Sir Nicholas, now ambassador 
to France, will take over at the end 
of 'June from Peter Jay, former 
Prime Minister James Callaghan’ s 
son-in-law. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher last week offered the 
Washing ton job to Edward Heath, 
the former prime minister she 
defeated in 1975 for the Conser- 
vative Party leadership. He turned 
it down, saying he preferred to 
remain in parliament. 

Sir Nicholas, former ambas- 
sador in West Germany and 
Poland, was .second secretary in 


the Washington Embassy from 
1947-49. 

He has also served in Cairo, 
Athens, Vienna, Madrid and 
Chile. 


Educated at Oxford University 
and an accomplished writer; Sir 
Nicholas was kni ghted by Queen 
Elizabeth n In 1972. He is mar- 
ried with one daughter. His pub- 
lished work includes a biography 
of Prince Eugen of Savoy, and 
stories and articles in “Penguin 
New Writing,” “Horizon," 
“ApoUo" and “History Today" 
magazines.
